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IMPORTANT ANHOUNOEMEHT. 
We, the Ashland University Finance 
Commiuee, do hereby give notice to all 
the churches of *he entire brotherhood, 
that the Brethren church general, has ac- 
cepied Ashland University as their prop- 
erty, and at the late National Confer- 
ence at Ashland, Ohio, passed a unani- 
mous resolution that the Church owes the 
indebtedness thereop, and that the same 
must be paid on or before April ist, next, 
and committees were appointed there and 
then to apportion the balance of the in- 
debtedness to the various churches of the 
brotherhood. The apportionments have 
been made, with but few exceptions, 
notices have been sent to the churches 
through their pastors as far as possible, 
and to such churches as we have not been 
able to reach, we want to say that the fol- 
lowing is a memoràndum of the apportion-

other districts do not respond, but we be- 
lieve that the churches are all united on 
this plan, and will work together, that the 
entire indebtednessmay be wiped otit.and 
that the institution may be put on a sound 
basis, and thereby establish itself, and 
restore confidence in general, thai its pat- 
ronage may be increased, Smd that wecan 
build up such a school that may be an 
honor to the church.
